What is claimed is: 

A current source circuit connected to a circuit network, 

wherein an active element is provided to the current source circuit, 

wherein a capacitance component is provided between a gate and a source of the 

active element, 

wherein a switch is provided between a drain and the gate of the active element, 
wherein the drain of the active element is connected to a movable connection point 

of a change-over switch, 

wherein a first fixed connection point of the change-over switch is connected to the 

circuit network, 

wherein a second fixed connection point of the change-over switch is connected to a 
predetermined reference current source, 

wherein a reference current is flown from the reference current source to the active 
element and carriers corresponding to the reference current are stored in the capacitance 
component by making the change-over switch turned to the second fixed connection point 
side and thereby making the switch turn on during an arbitrary period, 

wherein a current based on the carriers stored in the capacitance element is flown in 
the active element and the current is flown in the circuit network by making the change-over 
switch is turned to the first fixed connection point side and thereby making the switch is 
turned off during an arbitrary period. 

A Brief Description of the Drawings: 

Fig. 1 is a constitutional diagram showing one example of the utility model; 

Figs. 2 to 5 are diagrams for an explanation of Fig. 1; 

Fig. 6 is a diagram for an explanation of a prior art; 

1 designates a reference current source; 

100 designates a circuit network; 

M designates a MOS element; 

S and W designate switches; 

C designates a capacitor. 
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
